Mr. Griffith has issued a counterblast saying that he will stand 
by the treaty in the belief that the end of centuries of conflict is at 
hand. Moreover, the mass of the Irish people aro evidently in 
favour of peace. The naws of the. signature, followed by the im- 
tModiate release of thousands of internees, led to rejoicings in the 
south of Ireland. No news since the armistice has made a bapnier 
4mpression in Britain, the Dominions, and Urited States. Con- 
gratulations have poured in to Dowsing Street from everswhere “in 
the world.

A communique states that the Far Eastern Committee's re- 
sotution cabled yesterday was suggested by Sir Auckland Geddes 
and adopted with slight modifications. It provides that the Powers 
attending the Conference declare their intantion “not to enter isto 
any treaty, sgreement, arrangement, or understenoding with one 
snother, or individually or collectively with any Power or Powers, 
which infringe or impair the principles declared by the ‘resolution 
adopted by the committes on the 2ist alt”—gamely, Senator Root's 
resolution declaring for the territorial and administrative integrity 


of Coin ; 
Dr. Koo on “the Essential Principle.” 


. Later: 

' A communique states that the Far Eastern Committea met on 
the Sth.- inst, All the delegates ware present, except Senator 
Underwood, Signor Ricci, Saron Shidehara. and Senhor Mere- 
sco. : 
Dr. Wellington Koo said that the essential principle laid down in 
point 3 of the Chinese proposals was that the Chinese Governoreat 
a .ould have prenotification of the negotiations upon any treaty. or 
agreement affecting Chinese interests. Agreements had frequently 
been made relating to tse Far East, China particularly, withoug the, 
participation of China or previous notice’ to the Chinese Govrern- 
ment He proposed that the Powers should agree no: to contlude 
batween themselves anc treaty or agreement directly affecting Chins, 
the Pacific, or the Far East withont praviousiy. notifying Ching aad 
giving ber opportunity to participate. 


Mr. Balfour Sympathetic with a Reservation. 


Mr. Balloor expressed sympathy with the broad aspirations of 
Dr. Koo, and emphasised the Committee's desire to remove as far 
a3 possible abnormal conditions in China and to bring relationg with 
China into the normal course of policy regulating relations between 
civilised states. He thought there was hope chat ail-preseot wonld 
place China in a position to def-nd ber neatrality so that she would 
no longer bea prey to acquisitive Powers. : . 

Mr. Balfour thought this more likely to be attained bp dealing 
with China’s difficulties one by one, rather than by adopting the 
broad principle proposed by Dr. Koo. : 


Need of Stable Chinese Administration. 


Another method, which ought to be still more fruitfal, must de- 
pend upon China herself. All the: onference could do was to see 
that no undue limitation was placed upon China's sovereign in- 
dependence 4nd to give all the help in its power towards tho 
crestion of a pare, vigorous admixistration. He could not aco that 
she posityen would be helped by the principle proposed by the Chia- 
ese delegation, which went a gnod deal beyond any existing 
principla of internatioas! Iaw. Dr. Koo’s principle involved the 
limitation of treaty-making rights of Powers, which was hardly 
seceptable. The great remedy for the evi! of uncteditable (sic) 
treaties was publicity. : . 

Mr. Balfour. pointed out that all the members of the League of 
Nations. andthe United States by ita Constitution were bound to 
poblish treaties. That was 2 real protection for China. 


Mr. Hughes Supports Treaty-making Freedom. 


Mr. Hughes emphasised that the Conference did not wish to 
interfere, but wished to hetp China to establish sound gavernment. 
Agreement to respect the integrity of the sovereignty of Chins 
implied agreement by Chins to respect the integrity of other Powers. 
Each Power should be free to make sgreements necessary to 


preserve ibs proper interests. . 


Governments Approve Pacific Agreement, 


oo Washington, December 9. 

The Powers’ agreement on Pacific questions has been approved 
by their respective Goveroments. 

The text of the agreement will be announced by Mr. Hughes at 
the farthcoming plenary seasion. It is understood that the question 
of Pacific fortifications will be settled on the basis of the non-exten- 
sion of existing naval facilities and fortifications. ™

It ia not antici- 
pated that any difficulty will 
aris-, as it i« koown that the 
Japanese rules have been care- 
fully medeHed on the recdm- 
mendations of the Load-line 
Committee, and will therefore be 
in consonance with ocr ideas on 
the subject. The Japanese law 
provides, of course, tha: losddine 
certificates issued by approved 
classification societies—tbe list 
would include Llosd's Register, 
the British Corporation. and the 
Boreau Veritas—will ba regard- 
ed 23 equivalent to those issued 
under the Japanese law, and 
approved foad-line lawa of other 
countries will be accepted as 
meetiog the requirements of 
Japanese legislation. The same 
rights are naturally being claims 
ed for Japanese ships, and it is 
this point which is being 
investigated by the Board of 
Trade in the ligkt of the draft 
Tules and regulations which have 
been submitted.

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KOWLOON AND WASHINGTON. 


, — 


In connection with the question of returning to China 
the territories which she has at various times leased 
to foreigners the position of Kowloon and the New 
Territories has been raised at the Washington Conference, 
and there are doubtless many wondering what is to be the 
outcome of it all. Judging by the speech made by Dr. 
Wellington Kov this statesman ts of opinion that Kowloon 
should be restored to China, for he stated that there were 
other ways of safeguarding Hongkong s harbour than by a 
retention-of the territory. Mr. our had previously 
pointed out the enormous value of Hongkong from the 
standpoint of international trade and had contended that 
to make Hongkong safe it was essential that those controll- 
ing the Port sbould also control that part of the mainland 
now under their governance. That is an argument of 
undoubted strength and appeal, but we herein Hongkong 
have other arguments of an equally cogent nature. 

“Let us suppose fora moment that Kowloon and the 
New Territories (we mean the portions leased to us) are to 
be given back to China. What must follow? .In the first 
place there would have tobe a fairly heavy.sum for com- 
pensation. Our local Government has spent millions of 
dollars in making roads. in building a railway (the most 
expensive railway in the world for its length). and in 
opening up and governing the country. And the amount 
spent by private individuals would igdeed be hard to 
assess, for there is no comparison between the value 
of the territory now to its value when taken over by the 
British in 159%. Who is to’pay that compensation?! 
Would Peking pay it seeing’ that at present it has no 
active juisdiction over this part of China! Canton does 
not recognise the Washington Conference or any of its 
decisions. And what would China gain by taking over the 
‘territory! She bas no big town near it and it is 
obviously an overgrowta of Hongkong. We on this island 
need it for many purposes—for our housing, our veget-

Peking Patehwork.

The heads of the departments of 
Education, Justice, War, and of 
the Navy had tendered or pre- 
pared their notices, but all except 
the first bave been prevailed 
apon to continue their duties on 
the assurance that fonds will be 
provided in future. Mr, Ma Lin- 
yi, the Minister of Education, 
bolds out for “proper financial 
arrangements.” The experience 
ofa year ago and the difficulties 
in the spring bave evidently 
made him chary of anything short 
of some tangible provision for the 
future’as well as the present. 


The Chinese Banks.
